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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that a user cannot disseminate 
information that it has acquired. Examiner responds by stating that a navigation database stores information after a user sends the 
navigation database information pertaining to a location. Applicant does not define how information is acquired nor how it is disseminated. 
As claimed, the information disseminated only has to associated with a first location. The reference Koerber meets the claimed limitation. 
A navigation database can acquire/store information about various locations and then deliver the requested data of one location to a device 
situated at a another location. 

Applicant argues that a user cannot upload data. Applicant uses the word dissemiates which means to scatter or disperse and the 
limitation of storing data is also claimed. The actual uploading of data is not claimed. Further, the order of the limitations as presented in 
the claims does not have to be the exact order as presented in the prior art. 

Applicant argues that a user cannot upload data to correct a lack of information. This is not claimed and therefore will not be addressed 
further. 
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
